SUBJECT: STATE OF PLAY 

1. VENEZUELAN OAS AMBASSADOR MACHIN TOLD US NOV. 10 THAT 
THE COLOMBIA/VENEZUELA/COSTA RICA DRAFT RESOLUTION IS 
SUFFERING CONSIDERABLE REVISION AS EFFORTS ARE MADE TO 
PLEASE FOUR "UNDECIDED" COUNTRIES - BRAZIL. BOLIVIA, 
GUATEMALA AND NICARAGUA. 

2. MACHIN SAID THAT, AT BRAZIL'S SUGGESTION, A "WHEREAS 
CLAUSE" WOULD BE INSERTED TO STATE THAT THE SANCTIONS 
HAD HURT THE CUBAN PEOPLE, NOT THE CUBAN GOVERNMENT. IN 
AN EFFORT TO MAKE THE DRAFT ATTRACTIVE TO THE UNDECIDED 
COUNTRIES, THE OPERATIVE PARAGRAPHS WOULD BE ROUGHLY THE 
FOLLOWING: 

A. THOSE GOVERNMENTS WHICH HAVE NOT SO FAR RENEWED 
RELATIONS WITH CUBA MAY DECIDE, IN ACCORDANCE 
WITH THEIR SOVEREIGN RIGHTS, WHETHER OR NOT TO RENEW 
RELATIONS WITH CUBA. 

B. THE SIGNATORY STATES REITERATE THEIR DEDICATION 

TO THE PRINCIPLE OF NON-INTERVENTION AND PLEDGE THAT IF 
ANY COUNTRY SUFFERS INTERVENTION AT THE HAND OF ANY 
OTHER STATE, ALL SIGNATORIES WILL BE IN SOLIDARITY WITH 
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THE AFFECTED COUNTRY. 
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3. MACHIN ALSO STATED THAT THE FOURTEEN VOTES NECESSARY 
TO PASS THE RESOLUTION WERE NOT YET CERTAIN AND THAT 
IF IT PROVED IMPOSSIBLE TO COME UP WITH A FORMULA ACCEPT- 
ABLE TO THE REQUIRED TWO-THIRDS MAJORITY, THE THREE CO- 
SPONSORS WOULD BE FORCED TO FALL BACK ON THEIR ORIGINAL 
PROPOSAL MERELY CALLING FOR LIFTING SANCTIONS, LETTING 
THE CARDS FALL WHERE THEY MAY. HE ALSO SAID THE CO-SPONSORS 
WERE KEEPING IN CLOSE TOUCH WITH SUCH GOVERNMENTS AS PERU 
AND AGRENTINA IN ORDER TO AVOID LOSING THEIR SUPPORT. 
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
